1967/04 Sir Francis Chichester’s World Voyage, issued 24" J uly 1967. 


Francis Charles Chichester (1901-1972), was an early aviator and 
sailor, becoming the first person to sail single-handed around the 
world by the clipper route in nine months and one day, start to finish. 


He was knighted by the Queen in July 1967, shortly after his solo feat 
of circumnavigation. For the ceremony, the Queen used the sword 
used by her predecessor Queen Elizabeth I to knight the adventurer Sir 
Francis Drake, the first Englishman to complete a circumnavigation. 








Gipsy Moth IV has now been renovated and preserved for posterity. 


The single stamp celebrating Francis Chichester’s achievement was designed jointly by husband 
and wife team Michael & Sylvia Goaman. Michael Goaman (1921-2009) married Sylvia 
Priestley (1924-2006) in 1950. 


The issue of this stamp broke with the time-honoured tradition of the GPO to only depict on 
postage stamps members of the Royal Household, or people who have died.
